Outside the houses, acd In fact in 


many other places, tan tbe New York 
San, such cellar doors were often set at 
an Incline from the building, so tbat 
they would the tetter shed water; at.I 
these were tbe traditional cellar doors 
down which children loved to slide, as 
they still do. for that matter, whertTer 
such cellar doors are found. 


Cellar doors, either Cat or Inclined. 


are still to be found In countless num- 
bers everywhere, acd In cities as well 
as ia the country. Plenty may ytt b« 
*een. for instance. In New York. Bat 
alotg much traveled business thorough- 
fares in cities wooden cellar doors were 
soon worn away and broken ntder the 
Incessant scraping and traz=plic£ of 
many thousands of feet, and to In such 
situations wooden cellar doors were 
long ago largely supplanted by cellar 
iloors of Iron, these cot Inclined bat set 
level with tbe sidewalk, so tbat they 
would form co impediment to travel. 


These were a wi Je departure from! th* 


old-time -wooden cellar door, but they 
bave cow been locg familiar In such 
localities, atd for a time It must have 
seemed. If anybody ever gave them a 
thought, that In them tad been reached 
the limit In cellar door construction. 
Bat the really modern city cellar door 
is to them what tbey were to tbe an- 
cient cellar door of wood. 


The newest city cellar door, 
<!»• 


signed for use In crowded streets, ona 
Introduced within recent' years. Is 
built of steel, and galvanized, and 
bung oa heavy brass hinges. Of rigid 
construction Ia its own parts, and 
shutting Into a rigid frame, this cellar 
door when closed Is as firm a support 
to the feet as the surrounding side- 
walk In which it Is set, while tbe gal- 
vanizing of the door and the hanging 
of Its parts on brass blngea preserve 
the door from rast and help to ciaka 
it practically indestructible.
